Miss 
Elliott declined to discuss it. 

The Elliott resignation is only one

as Firms Pull Wires and 
Frankly Seek Attorneys 
With Influence — How 
Junket Was Decided On.

Lawyers and politicians, out-of- 
town salesmen and just plain pri- 
vate citizens are engaged in a 
mad scramble for the highly 
profitable’ privilege of placing 


parking meters on the downtown 
streets and. other congested traf- 
fic areas of St. Louis, inquiry by 
the Post-Dispatch has disclosed. 

The bitter competitive fight has 
placed terrific pressure on mem- 
bers of the Board of. Aldermen, 
which on Friday authorized a 
Special committee to go on a 
junket to other cities to study 
types of meter. Also it has given 
rise to a complex maze of politi- 
cal intrigue that caused ohne high 
qity executive to throw up his 
hands in disgust with the .excla- 
mation: “It’s too hot to touch.” 

Political Wire-Pulling. 

While representatives of the var- 
ious meter firms insist they are 
depending solely on the superior- 
ity of their particular product to 
win over their competitors, politi- 
cal wires are being manipulated 
behind the scenes with increasing 
intensity for the fat profit in- 
volved, 

Two hundred. and thirty-five 
downtown merchants, meantime, 
have signed a petition to the Board 
of Aldermen, declaring that park- 
ing meters would have an adverse 
effect on shopping volume and re- 
questing the board to reject any 
proposed legislation for such 
meters. 

One of the largest and most suc- 
cessful companies; is the Karpark 
Parking Meter Co. of New York, 
which manufactures an automatic 
device in which the deposit of a 
coin. starts the «time mechanism 
without any manual winding. In 
St. Louis,.it- was learned, an ex- 
clusive contract is held by a busi- 
ness man-who has employed, as 
his co-counsel, former Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney William J. 


Counselor Floyd L. McKinney. 
Ordinance Drafted. : 

Hough and McKinney last sum- 
mer a@ proposed ordinance 
authorizing the city to have 5000 
Karpark meters installed at $56.50 
each, a total of $282,500. The plan 
proposed in the bill, one offered 
by most of the large meter con- 
cerns, was to have the Karpark 
company install the meters with- 
out initial cost to the city, and to 
take the cost out of -the meter 
revenue unti] all the meters were 
paid for. Title to the meters then 
would revert to the city, which 
would collect all the revenue 
thereafter. 

Hough conceded, in a discussion 
with the reporter, that it was 
hoped eventually to place 20,000 
parking meters in St. Louis, for 
which the Karpark company 
would have received $1,130,000 out 
of the meter revenue. 

Early last month McKinney, a 
former president of the Twenty- 
fifth Ward Republican Club, per- 
suaded Alderman Claude I. Bake- 
well of the same ward to intro- 
duce the measure. | 

When the bill was finished by 
McKinney and Hough, they 
brought it.down to City Hall, 
shortly before the Aldermen con- 
vened one Friday, and handed it 
to Alderman Bakewell to intro- 
duce. While this was taking 
place in the anteroom, President 
Michael J. Hart of the board hap- 
pened ta look in, saw the three 
men conversing, and called Alder- 
man Bakewell outside.

The News-Chronicle commented 
that the decision to declare war on 
the three countries “closed one of 
the less creditable chapters in the 
history of British and American di- 
plomacy in this war.” 

The newspaper said “prompt and 
forceful action” at the start of the 
German-Russian war would have 
succeeded in keeping Finland out 
of the conflict. It contended the 
Finns did not “take seriously a 
vague suggestion put forward by 
Washington last August” about 
getting out of the war against 
Russia. 

Text of British Notes. 

The text of Britain’s notes to the 
governments of Finland, Hungary 
end Rumania, issued yesterday, 
follows: 

“To the Finnish Government: 

“On Sept. 22 the Norwegian 
Government delivered to the Finn- 
ish Government in behalf of His 
Majesty's Government in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom a message to the ef- 
fect that if- the Finnish Govern- 
ment persisted in invading purely 
Russian territory, a situation would 
arise in which Great Britain would 
be forced to treat Finland as an 
open enemy, not only while the 
war lasts, but also when peace 
comes to be made; but that if Fin- 
Jand should terminate her war 
against Russia and evacuate all 
territories beyond her frontier of 
1989, His Majesty's Government 
would be ready to study proposals 
for improvement in relations be- 
tween Great Britain and Finland.

Former Circuit Judge J.: Wesley 
McAfee was elected president of 
Union Electric Co., and Ralph E. 
Moody of New York was named 
vice-president in charge of opera- 
tions at a special meeting yester- 
day of the company’s board of di- 
rectors. 

McAfee succeeds William Mc- 

Clellan, who remains as board 
chairman of the utility. Moody, 
who was assistant to the president 
of North American Co., holding 
firm which owns Union Electric, 
succeeds Edward T. Gushee, execu- 
tive vice-president, who resigned 
effective Jan. 2. 
No announcement was made of 
the reason for Gushee’s resignation, 
or of his future plans. McClellan 
said he had been looking forward 
to the time when he could relin- 
quish the _ responsibilities of the 
presidency and had recommended 
McAfee as his successor. 

Indorsement of McAfee. 
McClellan’s statement said Mc- 
Afee was chosen as a St. Louisan 
in whom the community would 
have confidence because of his in- 
tegrity, general ability, approach 
to community problems and gen- 
eral intelligence. It was desired, 
too, he said, to have as president 
one who could expect many years 
of service and plan for the long- 
range welfare of the company. 
“Mr. McAfee has been intimate 
in the operations of the company 
all the time that I have been 
here,” McClellan said “My re- 
liance on his advice has been con- 
stantly growing in connection 
with all our problems, I have the 
utmost confidence in his ability 
to take up the work of president 
and carry on effectively. 

“I have become intensely inter- 
ested in St. Louis and in what a 
growing Union Electric Co. can 
do for the prosperity of the metro- 
politan city. Therefore, I am glad 
to remain as chairman of the 
board indefinitely, to be of all the 
help I can to Mr. McAfee and the 
company.” | 
McClelian’s statement mentioned 
Gushee’s resignation, without giv- 
ing a reason for it, and said of 
Gushee, “I have a high regard for 
his ability and character and wish 
him every success.” 

McAfee Statement. 

McAfee, who gave up his law 
practice to take the presidency of 
the utility, made the following 
statement: 

“T am aware of at least some 
of my limitations. Nevertheless, 
with the assistance of Dr. McClel- 
lan, who has agreed to remain in 
an active capacity as chairman of 
the board, and of the splendid 
staff which the company now has, 
I hope we can continue to operate 
the Union Electric Co. successfully 
and to the advantage of the com- 
munity. 

“T have withdrawn from the law 
firm of Igoe, Carroll, Keefe and 
McAfee, My affection and respect 
for my associates there made it 
difficult for me to leave.” 
McClellan, Gushee and John A. 
Woodbridge became officers of 
Union Electric Co. in May, 1939, 
replacing the management which 
directed the company in the 
period when it conducted lobby- 
ing and political activities which 
ultimately resulted in an investi- 
gation by the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission and sent one 
of its former officers to the Fed- 
era' penitentiary.

McAfeé, who becomes president 
of the $205,000,000 utility at the age 
of 39, has been a member of the 
law firm, counsel for Union Elec- 
tric Co., since his resignation from 
the Circuit bench in 1937. 

He resigned as Circuit Judge 
after serving half of the six-year 
term to which he was eiected. 
Early in 1957 he took the un- 
precedented step of dismissing 
from further service a grand jury 
which had refused to investigate 
fraud ia the 1935 riverfront me- 
morial bond issue.

Moody, the new vice-president 
in charge of operations, for 25 
years an operating executive of 
utilities in Wisconsin, went to 
North American Co. in 1940 as as- 
sistant to Edward L. Shea, who 
took charge of the firm’ after dis- 
closure of the slush fund. activi- 
ties of Union Electric Co.

Emphasis on Mechanization. 
With quick victory as the goal, 
once a battle is joined, most of the 
emphasis in the Carolina war 
games was on mechanized forces 
and how best to combat them. 
That was the outstanding in- 
struction of the two-week meeting 
of the First Army and the Fourth 
Army Corps. Maj. Gen. Oscar W. 
Griswold, commander of the corps, 
had two armored divisions, with a 


to work with them, as the shock 
power of his five-division force, 
On the other side, Lieut. Gen. 
Hugh A. Drum had the Army’s 
newest tank-attacker units with 
his eight divisions and diversified 
attached troops. 

The depth of anti-tank defense 
in the First Army was one of the 
factors in chalking up great, losses 
against the armored divisions in 
the first week’s training battle in 
the Carolinas. But the tankists 
learn quickly, and their penalties 
were only about a third as great 
in the second week. And in both 
“battles” they contended they in- 
flicted 10 times as great damage 
as they suffered. 

Pushing forward a strong screen 
of speedy anti-tank forces “appears 
to contribute materially to our 
knowledge of how to combat the 
mechanized threat,” Gen. Griswold 
said after his two weeks of expe- 
rience with the most powerful 
armored corps the Army has ready. 
(Two more armored divisions are 
in training and a fifth is to be 
activated.) 

“But to my mind it is dangerous 
psychology to discount the moral 
effect and shock action of tanks 
before the bullets begin to fly. I 
believe that good progress has been 
made in the tank-killer units. How- 
ever, I, for one, am not yet pre- 
pared to admit that we have a def- 
inite answer to a massed tank at- 
tack.” 

“The tank attacker principle has 
proved its soundness,” Gen. Drum 
said. “The composition, organiza- 
tion and size of the various groups 
require further study.” ! 
Further, he said, it was demon- 
strated that “we must bring our 
air support, armored and other 
ground forces into closer asso- 
ciation, if team battle efficiency 
is to be secured.” 


Air and Ground Forces. 


Second in emphasis in the Car- 
olina maneuvers was co-operation 
between the air and ground forces.

RETREAT A BLOW 
TO NAZI OIL HOPES 


By KIRKE L. SIMPSON 
Of the Associated Press. 
Aicanes from its prestige signifi- 


cance as the first real Nazi 
military set-back of the war, 
the German retreat from Rostov 
under furious Russian counter- 
attacks is a. major disaster for 
Adolf Hitler. 

Unless Soviet, British, American 
and all other students of Nazi 
war economy are wrong, dwin-- 
dling oil reserves led Germany to 
attempt the Russian “crusade.” 
Only in Russian fields along the 
far distant Caspian Sea could Hit- 
ler find the oil essential not only 
to his vast war effort but to his 
proclaimed “new order” economy 
in Europe. 

With Nazi forces knocking at 
the Rostov gate to the Caucasus 
and also menacing it on,the flank 
from the Crimea, 'the Germans 
were dangerously close to their 
goal. Yet close students of world 
oil sources and suppiies estimate 
that Hitler even then was peril- 
ously close to oil starvation of 
much of his war machize. 
Columns of figures have been 
marshaled to prove the point. 
Among them perhaps the most im- 
pressive are from Russian sources. 
Up to the time of the Hitler 
turn-about against Russia, Soviet 
representatives dickering with the 
Germans over trade pacts must. 
have learned with reasonable ac- 
curacy these points: The amount 
of German oil reserves; the ca- 
pacity limits of Nazi synthetic 
fuel plants; the effect of sporadic 
British bombing on the output 
of such plants. Oil was the prime 
commodity the Nazis sought in 
their pre-war dealings with their 
great eastern neighbor. They prob- 
ably had to lay their cards on 
the table to get it. 

And the consensus of both Rus- 
sian and all other anti-Axis oil 
specialists now seems to be that, 
due to the unexpectedly terrific 
drain on German oil sources and 
reserves in the prolonged Russian 
campaign, Hitler is getting close 
to the bottom of the tank. Some 
authorities estimate that he cannot 
have, even now, enough fuel to 
keep going on all war fronts sim- 
ultaneously for more than a few 
months longer. . 

That the Rostov defeat has 
short-circuited the Nazi war sched- 
ule in Russia goes without saying. 
Just how badly it has been thrown 
out of gear depends largely on the 
accuracy of these estimates of Nazi 
oil consumption and reserves, and 
on how long it might take them to 
turn the tables on the Reds in the 
Caucasus if they concentrate all 
efforts there. , 

One thing is very clear. It is that 
if Hitler’s oil need is as great and 
as urgent as these calculations in- 
dicate, he must now center his war 
effort southward in Russa even at 
,the cost of greatly curtailing it

LONDON, Dec. 6 (AP). — Air 
Minister Sif Archibald Sinclair 
warned Britain today to expect 
more German bombing attacks on 
the British Isles this winter but 
promised them. that British bomb- |’ 
ers would respond “on a scale and 
with an efficiency that has never 
been achieved hitherto.”

At the age of 49, with a private fortune 
rated at $5,000,000, Floyd Bostwick Odlum 
is the hero of a romantic career. His father, 
a Canadian-born Methodist minister, earned 
in good times as much as $800 a year on a 
Michigan circuit. One of Floyd’s youthful 
jobs, at the Grand Rapids fair, was that of 
jockeying an ostrich in a race with a horse, 
at 50 cents a ride. He worked in turn as 
berrypicker, vegetable sprayer, ditchdigger, 
celery tender, lumber piler, haberdasher’s 
clerk, house-to-house canvasser and Map 
salesman. 


From Atlas’ $100,000 a Year 
To $1 With the Government. 


On finding his destined field, he proved 
to possess the touch of Midas. He made a 
big fortune out of the depression. A pool 
which he formed as a “plaything’’ in 1923, 
with $39,000 capital supplied by himself, 
one friend and their wives, earned 65 per 
cent the first year from speculation in utili- 
tfs and general securities, and grew into 
the largest investment company in the United 
States. This-is the Atlas Corporation, with 
assets of more than $100,000,000. To be- 
come a $l-a-year man, Odlum obtained leave 
of absence as its president—a post returning 
$100,000 annually. 

A Wall Street outsider and friend of the 
New Deal from the start, he contributed 
substantially to Roosevelt campaigns. 
Against overwhelming sentiment in his own 
business, he had the foresight or prudence 
to confess that investment trusts needed 
Government supervision. Thereby he be- 
came the pet financier of the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, in the heyday of its 
hue and cry after sinful capitalists. He 
formed an intimate friendship with two of 
its figures then dominant, Jerome N. Frank 
and Leon Henderson. The latter is now 
administrator of the Office of Production 
Administration and director of the Civillan 
Supply Division of the Office of Production 
Management. 

Partly on Henderson’s recommendation, 
President Roosevelt three months ago ap- 
pointed Odlum director of a new Contract 
Distribution Division which was set up in 
OPM. The purpose, as defined in an Execu- 
tive Order of Sept. 4, was “to adjust dis- 
alleviate unemployment re- 
sulting from priorities and material short- 
ages, and bring about maximum use of the 
nation’s factories and industrial . plants, 
especially the smaller ones.”

3,900,000 in 
October, statisticians of the Congress of In- 
dustrial Organizations calculate that priori- 
ties unemployment rose from 700,000 in 
September to perhaps 1,250,000 at present, 
with the prospect of a total of more than 
2,000,000 by next summer. 


Tolan on the Seriousness 
Of Migrant Labor Problem. 


Migration of labor has already attained 
‘colossal proportions, in the view of Repre- 
sentative Joltm-H. Tolan (Dem.), California, 
chairman of a committee studying the phe- 
nomenon. He estimates 
workers have left their homes for temporary 
jobs in defense centers, and that the cara- 
vans of migratory labor may soon average 
5,000,000 persons annually. After a recent 
hearing in St. Louis, he announced that “the 
situation strikes at the very’ roots. of our 
economic life, Entire communities are in 
danger of disappearing. There is a prospect 
of undermining our whole civilian morale. 
The tragic truth is that the country thus far 
has not brought the small business man into 
the defense program.”

E industry council plan: which the cro 
indorsed at its recent annual convention 
in Detroit is neither a hasty conception 
nor one designed for the present emergency 
alone. Philip Murray; CIO president, whose 
name the plan bears, began urging it upon 
the administration in Washington and the 
public a year ago. It represents organized 
labor’s bid for a permanent voice—a part- 
nership, so to speak—in the determination 
of production methods and policies. 
Though the immediate aim of the plan is to 
“assure the effective execution of our na- 
tional defense program,” its chief signifi- 
cance lies in its long-range implications. ‘It 
is a blueprint of the kind of industrial fu- 
ture that the guides and philosophers of 
the labor movement—men like Murray~ 
hope to bring about. Cannily, Murray and 


his associates have thrown out the proposal 


for official and public discussion at a time 
when the country is straining to bring its 
industrial mechanism to the highest possible 
efficiency. 


Underlying Philosophy. 

Here, they say, is our answer to the prob- 
lem; accept the plan now if you will, but at 
any rate consider its philosophy in your 
thinking: about the adjustments that will 
take place after the war, 


“The philosophy ‘underlying this program,” 


says a recent statement of the CIO in oppos-. 


ing strike-curbing legislation, “is that the 
principal groups in our free society shotld 
get together voluntarily for the purpose of 
solving their mutually dependent problems, 
Thus the solutions to the human industrial 
problems that. break out in strikes and lock- 
outs ' only be worked out effectively by 
the persOns and groups Involved directly. 
This is likewise true’ of the problem of 
achieving total production of ‘armaments on 
time and in needed quantities, as well as 


ithe problem of full production and employ- 


ment on a sustained basis in the post-war 
period,” 

The industry council vin as explained 
by Murray in his report to the CIO conven- 
tion, calls for the creation by President 
Roosevelt of.a council for each basic defense 
industry, this body to consist of a chairman 
representing the Government and an equal 
number of members from management and 
from labor unions in the industry. There 
would be, for example, a Steel Industry Coun- 
cil, an Aluminum Industry Council, and so on. 


Committee in Each Plant. 
Under each council there would be joint 
management-union committees in each 


plant, mine or mill, charged with the duty of 
cutting out waste and heightening produc- 
tion. 


Each council would be advised of the 
domestic and armament production expected 
from its industry, and the general price 
level that should prevail for the industry. 
It would then be the duty of the council to 
co-ordinate the production facilities of the 
industry «and, when necessary, to expand 
them, in order to meet the requirements. 
The council would have the further respon- 
sibility of maintaining the.price level set for 
the industry under the general planning pro- 
gram. | , 

To accomplish these ends, each council 
would allocate available raw materials -to 
the plants within the industry, allocate both 
outstanding and new contracts, adjust the 
‘labor supply to the plant facilities “without 
compelling any forced labor,” arrange for 
necessary housing and for training to meet 
the labor requirements, 


“In this manner,” explains Murray, “the 
abuse which is now prevalent, wherein cer- 
tain concérns in an industry have eontracts 
which :they ‘cannot fulfill within the next 
three or five ‘years, ‘will be eliminated.

Zo the Editor of the ‘Post-Dispatch: 

MID the clamor of an insane world, 

we have forgotten many of the things 
that are 


eur wildlife—our fish and our game. 
Apparently, the only people thinking 
of wildlife conservation are the mem- 
bers of the State Conservation Commis- 
sion. ‘This commission’s policies should 
be supported by every loyal citizen as 
firmly as he would support any peace of- 
ficer. But, instead, the majority of our 
citizens regard the breaking of a game 
law with the glee of a golfer breaking 


The aims of our Conservation Com- 


mission seem to be of the highest or- , 


der. But it doesn’t seem to understand 
that lawbreakers are not dealt with by 
persuasion but by force. The people of 
Missouri and America are banded in an 
unorganized affiliation against game 
management—poaching not only upon 
the preserves of their friends, but upon 
their own. They rob themselves, as well 
as a future generation, of health and 
enjoyment, smugly conceiving, in their 
selfish world, that the most game be- 
longs to the most proficient hunter. 

Recently, the Conservation Commis- 
gion launched 10,000 crappie into the rip- 
pling waters of Lake Wappapello, as a 
small but hopeful attempt to give the 
bored angler amusement and the hungry 
angler food. 

Within 30 days—and I believe the 
period and amount of fish killed to be 
@ conservative estimate—100,000 fish 
were destroyed in the St. Francis River 
by dynamiters. 

Few sportsmen give a thought to sea- 
gons or bag limits. For 30 days before 
the opening of the fur season, Mingo Val- 
ley was covered with traps. Mink were 
practically all caught by the end of No- 
vember, and raccoons were carried out 
by the hundreds. Few traps will be set 
this month. 

The squirrel season is violated, and 
young ’coons are shot by the litter dur; 
ing the summer months. Quail have been 
shot before Noy. 10, and they are open- 
ly marketed at prices ranging from 25 
to 35 cents each at the higher class and 
more reckless hotels and cafes. 

So we add to our list and the toll 
grows.each year, with inroads of ax and 
fire. The Conservation Commission cer- 
tainly knows of these violators. I be- 
lieve that complaints have been made 
and that little has been done because the 
people refuse to align themselves with 
the detested “game wardens.” 

It’s a refusal to concede other people 
a right to their fair share of game be- 
cause we are lucky enough to get there 
first, and they must follow after. It’s 
@ refusal to concede that, as game law 
violators, we are stealing from our neigh- 
bor just as certainly as if we stole his 
poultry, his stock or his car.

APPRECIATED very much the 
“ABC's of the Closed Shop,” by 

Charies G. Ross, in last Sunday’s

I belleve the closed shop is objection- 
able to a certain extent because it is 
creating a situation which is likely to 
develop a narrow union egotism by pre- 
venting other workers—even those who 
are sympathetic with the ideas of union- 
ism—from joining. Furthermore, the pow- 
er of the “old guard” and in some cases 
of gangsterism and union czars is un- 
mecessarily increased. 

On the other hand, a union shop—the 
ene which the CIO in general is favor- 
ing and which the coal miners asked 
for in the “captive” mines—is giving 
non-union workers a chance to work 
and to join the union. The fact that 
such non-union workers are forced to 
give up their “individual choice” is noth- 
ing new and nothing so terrible, since 
it is being done just as much in 1000 
other circumstances. 

Since the question of how to avoid 
strikes, particularly in defense plants

modity, we had best leave it alone..... 

This sounds very much like some of the theories 
now going the rounds. The law of supply and de- 
mand is the only control needed; let it function 
freely, it is argued, and all will be well. The World 
War Food Administrator soon learned by actual 
test what happened under such a policy. On the 
same page with the speech extract, the author de- 
votes a paragraph to the result: 

The law of supply and demand was practically 
inoperative, or would have resulted in such rap- 
idly rising prices as to interfere seriously with 
the progress of the war. While the law of sup- 
ply and demand is probably the best regulator of 
price and supply that could be devised, yet under 
war conditions it either did not operate at all or 
operated so slowly that damage was done. 


So much for that good ola standby of economists, 
the law of supply and demand. Yet, despite the best 
efforts of the Food Administration, the price index 
numbers of 24 principal food commodities (using 
1913 averages as 100) rose from 128 eh cue 0% 1917, 
to 181 in October, 1918. 

Mr. Hoover in his foreword claims for his organi- 
zation only that it prevented violent fluctuations 
and kept the price rises within orderly channels, that 
it stopped speculation and cut down profiteering. 
Prices had to go up, he says, because war financing 
had brought with it a great volume of money and 
credit expansion. 

In that experience and that explanation can be 
found a strong argument for the all-over controls 
which Congress has deftly sidestepped during the 
entire controversy, since President Roosevelt urgent- 
ly called for action more than four months ago. ~ 

A few days of frank and factual testimony by Mr. 
Hoover should be invaluable in ‘dissolving current 
misconceptions and steering Congress to the right 
course in preventing the disasters of inflation.

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ANTI-TANK SCHOOL FOR THE U. S. ARMY. 

The United States Army has had to take consider- 
able caustic comment in the last year. Some of it 
‘has been mere carping, but much of it has been 
justified by such things as the deadwood in the 
officers’ corps, the spirit of conservatism that 
shunned Mars’ newest weapons and latest tactics, 
and the existence of low morale in some divisions. 
Through it all, like good soldiers, Gen. Marshall and 
his staff have plugged along without complaint in 
their drive for a first-rate army. The extensive 
field maneuvers and the subsequent purge have 
shown that the goal is not too far off. 

But the most encouraging word in a long time is 
Lieut. Gen. Lesley J. McNair’s little-noticed statement 
that a “tank-destroyer training and firing center” 
is now being established at an undisclosed point. 
Here the reports of military observers on tank war- 
fare on the burning sands of Libya and in the snow- 
bound plains and woods of Russia undoubtedly will 
be studied, together with the lessons derived from 
the war games in this country. Out of the research 
and the studies carried on at this anti-tank school 
should come the development of tactics and means 
whereby it will be possible to neutralize the best 
the tank forces can offer. These lessons will be 
passed on to selected students, who, McNair said, will 
be fully “trained and indoctrinated against tanks.” 

There should be immeasurable benefit to the Army 
in having such a school. No doubt it will rival, in 
antithesis, the famous armored force school at Fort 
Knox, and certainly it should result in the saving of 
many lives in case of war.

It would probably take a good deal of time and re- 
search—good old paleontological digging—to find just 
when, where and under what circumstances Evers 
got his chairmanship. 

The fact is, no one was looking. It was in the days 
when the local Republican party was a thing without 
form and substance, influence or power—and cer- 
tainly without jobs, either elective or appointive. It 
was a kind of figment of the imagination, something 
left over from the old Victor Miller days. §So if Joe 
Doak or Fred Evers or almost anyone else wanted 
to become chairman of the fothingness that was the 
Republican City Committee, who cared? 

The Republican party and the city will pay for 
this indifference, but it is understandable. Mayor 
Dickmann and the Democratic machine looked un- 
beatable, and it was an optimistic soul indeed who, 
say in 1938 or 1939, could envision a smashing Re- 
publican victory in 1941, It is history how the Dem- 
ocrats beat themselves with their classic piece of 
attempted grand larceny of the governorship. 

It is history, too,.how the people swarmed to the 
polis and elected Judge Becker, not because he was a 
Republican, but because, first, they were. disgusted 
with the attempt to steal the Governor’s chair for 
Larry McDaniel and, second, because they believed 
Judge Becker to be a citizen of high type who would 
give St. Louis a first-class administration. 

In this municipal revolution, Evers played no 
useful role whatever. But when it was over, Mayor 
Becker found himself saddled with an old party or- 
ganization with whose formation he had had nothing 
to do—a party organization, moreover, which is now 
moving to cancel the people’s expressed will for an 
end to the spoils system in municipal government.

As at present constituted and chair- 
manned, it is alien to the forces which placed Becker 
in the mayoralty. It is interested in jobs, not in 
issues, It rejects progress and reform for patronage 
and spoils. And some of its members, including the 
Chief Pterodactyl, would rob the people of the bitter- 
nn and well-won reform of civil service. 
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AN INSULT TO THE UNIFORM.

A particularly offensive form of snobbery, offensive 
not merely to those in uniform, but to all the great 
majority of Americans who have no stomach for 
highfalutin folderol, was brought up in Washington 
yesterday.

Osborn were comparing notes during a session of 
the Senate Defense Investigating Committee. Both 
have sons, privates in the army, and both found 
there was an “apparent boycott” by some hotels, 
night clubs and restaurants against soldiers. 

Gen. Osborn related how his son declined a dinner 
invitation because men in army garb were unwel- 
come in the austere precincts of the hotel’s dining 
room. Senator Mead recounted similar instances, 
and there have been other scattered reports of the 
same kind. 

The country’s sons and heirs wear khaki now, 
and it is a badge of honor. If snobocracy does not 
think so, it is out of step with the times. Discrim- 
ination against our civilian soldiers is a capital 
offense against public opinion. 
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BRITAIN DECLARES WAR. 

At one minute past midnight, Greenwich mean 
time, the British Bmpire entered upon a@ war against 
Finland, Hungary and Rumania. Not 80 long ago, 
this would have been earth-shaking news. It would 
have meant the sounding of bugles and the unfurl- 
ing of battle flags in barracks squares and on quar- 
ter-decks around the world. | 

But today, it is just an incident barely remarked 
in the midst of bulletins from Africa and Russia, It 
means that a few diplomats are going to Praed Street 
for the boat train or, more likely, to Croydon for 
a specially reserved plane, It means the arrest and 
concentration of a few hundred new enemy aliens. 
And, for the present, that is about all. 

But the British declaration of war is more than 
an idle gesture made in support of the Russian ally 
now under attack by the forces of these three little 
Hitler partners. It will, as the Foreign Office points 
out, have its effect at the peace table. They will be 
on the wrong side then as the avowed enemies of a 
victorious Britain. 

The three little countries, of course, have made 
up their minds about that. With or without pres- 
sure, they have elected to throw their lot in with 
Hitler’s. They are wagering that there will not be 
a victorious Britain. 

Hungary and Rumania did not even*bother to reply 
to London's demand that they cease their war against 
the Soviet Union. Finland did make some slight ef- 
fort to carry water on both shoulders, but when 
confronted with an out-and-out choice, .it could only 
draw up a note “entirely unsatisfactory.” 

As the British point out, Finland is engaged in a 
war of conquest. Typical Hitler excuses are offered. 
It is called merely a matter of self-defense, but Mar- 
shal Mannerheim—less oblique than the diplomate— 
has set the capture of ail of Eastern Karelia, includ- 
ing territory that never belonged to Finland, as the 
minimum objective of his forces. In the face of that, 
all arguments fall like a house of cards. 

Finland was able to win an immense sympathy 
among the Western democracies in 1939, but now

EVER before have the American people 

been so close to war as in the present 

crisis with Japan without knowing more 
of the issues on which war or peace depends. 
Even the most penetrating newspaper and 
radio commentators seem to have little ink- 
ling of just what the United States specifi- 
cally insists upon and offers, of what Japan 
specifically insists upon and offers. 

It seems safe to say that if open war 
breaks out between Japan and the United 
States, the American people will not under- 
stand until after the war begins the con- 
crete causes as distinct from the general 
causes. | 

In the last previous war in “which the 
United States engaged, the American peo- 
ple were given every opportunity to make 
up their minds, by the publication of Presi- 
dent Wilson's notes to Germany and of Ger-. 
many’s replies. And although the last mes- 
sage from Spain prior to the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War was kept secret, the issues involved 
in that war were clear enough to every- 
body. 

The causes of the Civil War were an 
open book. And although some of the ne- 
gotiations preceding the Mexican War and 
the War of 1812 were not known, the Ameri- 
can people had adequate enough informa- 
tion on the issues involved, 

In the present undeclared‘ shooting war 
between the United States and Germany at 
sea, the issues have again and again been 
placed before thé American people by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and his official family. The 
various appeals of the President to the 
Fuehrer before the outbreak of war were 
made public as soon ag sent. 

These were the plea for peace of Sept. 26, 
1938, at the time of Munich (sent also to 
President Benes of Czecho-Slovakia); the 
plea of the following day to Hitler alone; 
the message af April 15, 1989 (also to Mus- 
solini), asking reciprocal pledges against 
aggression; the plea of Aug. 24, 1939, to 

, Italy and Poland for peace; the 
suggestion of Sept. 1, 1939, to all the belliger- 
ents to refrain from bombing civilians.

HILE expressing past and continuing dissatisfaction with 
the defense program's treatment of small business concerns, 
a’ report recentiy submitted to the Senate, on behalf of the 
Truman Defense Investigating Committee, declared its belief that 
the Contract Distribution Division, under Floyd B. Odlum, “is mak- 
ing a genuine attempt to obtain fair treatment for small busi- 
ness.” 
The report’s author, Senator Carl A. Hatch (Dem.), New Mexi- 
co, added that “the committee will follow his actions closely, with 
the hope they will be successful.” : 

The committee found it was mistaken, Senator Hatch con- 
tinued, in assuming that the Army and Navy had made specific 
plans for allocating work and materials to 25,000 manufacturing 
plants on their M-Day schedule. When the emergency came, it was 
asserted, “the various procurement offices of the Army and Navy 
indulged in a mad scramble to determine’their particular needs.” 
They preferred to dea) with large factories, Hatch continued, partly 
because they feared criticism of themselves in case small firms 
® were enlisted, and the latter fell behind schedule as a result of 
strikes, inexperience or other difficulties. 

There was complete failure to realize, Senator Hatch stated, 
that superimposing a great defense program on “business as 
usual” civilian industry would result in material shortages. “The 
committee is of the opinion,” he concluded, “that the Office of Pro- 
duction Management should be censured for failing to arrange for 
increased production of strategic materials and to insist on the use 
of existing facilities for defense output. Because of this failure 
we now face a much more stringent shortage of materials than was 
necessary.”

have been granted reclassification, 
which is tantamount to deferment, 
by the two selective service appeal 
boards which have jurisdiction in 
this area, 

Most appeals are based on the 
registrant’s contention that he is 
the main support of dependents 
or is entitled to occupational de- 
ferment as a defense worker or 
a “key man” in a vital industry. 
Numerous appeals have been filed 
by men in the 1-A classification 
who have married since the Se- 
lective Service Act took effect. 

President Roosevelt struck a 
blow to the deferment hopes of 
men in the latter group last! week 
by sustaining appeal boards-in fivé 
such Missouri cases presented to 
him for review—one of then; from 
St. Louis. The President is the 
only authority with power to re- 
verse the decision of a Selective 
Service Appeal Board. 

2200 Missouri Applications. 

The seven Missouri appeal 
boards have received about 2200 
applications for reclassification 
since the draft machinery began 
functioning, Lieut. Col. Claude C. 
Earp, State Director of Selective 
Service, disclosed yesterday. About 
15 men whose appeals were de- 
nied requested presidential review 
of their cases. Although exact 
statistics were lacking, Col. Earp 
said the President has thus far 
sustained. appeal boards in about 
75 per cent of the Missouri cases 
brought before him. 

Col. Earp said that the number 
of appeals filed indicated a “healthy 
condition” in the State’s draft set- 
up. 
“If there were no appeals,” he 
| said, “we would feel that the local 
boards were granting registrants 
anything they asked for, instead of 
making a rea]. effort to place them 
in the proper classification,” 

Review of Boards’ Work. 

Appeal Board No. 6, 600 South 
Kingshighway, having jurisdiction 
over Wards 24A, 24B, 27 and 28, 
and all of St. Louis County, has 
ygranted reclassification to 121 of 
the 412 men whose cases have 
come before it during the last year. 
Sixty-three of the reclassifications 
were granted on occupational 
grounds and 28 on account of de- 
pendency, The board, of which Al- 
len C. Orrick, attorney, is chair- 
man, is currently receiving an av- 
erage of about 35 appeals per 
month, 

A total of 189 reclassifications 
have been ordered by Appeal Board 
No. 7, which has offices in the 
Security Building, Fourth . and 
Locust streets, during thé same 
period, John C. Tobin, attorney, is 
chairman of this board, which cov- 
ers all of St .Louis but the four 
wards in the other district. 

Appeal Board No. 7 has received 
481 cases. Hight of these, all men 
claiming to be conscientious objec- 
tors, were referred to the office of 
the United States Attorney. Action 
against one objector was deferred 
because he was over 28 years of 
age. Another was deferred when 
a subsequent physical examination 
showed him unfitted for military 
service, A third consented to 1-A 
classification, and has since been 
inducted into the army. The five 
other cases are still pending.

She is Daughter of Ex-Member 
of Cabinet; Nazis An- 
nounce, Marriage. 


LONDON, Dec. 6 (AP).—The 
German radio broadcast a report 
today that King Leopold III of the 
Belgians had married Mary Lelia 
Baels, daughter of a former Bel- 
gian cabinet minister, and in 


Stockholm the sister-in-law of Leo- 
pold’s late wife confirmed it. 

The German broadcast said the 
marriage of the King and Mlle. 
Baels on Sept. 11 would be an- 
nounced in Belgian churches to- 
morrow in a pastoral letter by 
Bishop Van Roey of Belgium. 

Belgians in London described the 
announcement as “incredible” and 
“strange.” 

The broadcast said the letter 
would state that children from the 
King’s second marriage will be 
ineligible to succeed to the throne, 
that right being. reserved for Leo- 
pold’s two sons and one daughter 
by his first wife, Queen Astrid, 
who was killed in an automobile 
accident in 1935. 

Confirmed by Princess, 

In Stockholm, Princ Elsa 
Bernadotte, wife of Prince Charies, 
who is the brother of the late 
Queen Astrid, said Leopold had 
married a well-educated, simple 
woman named Baels. 

An English acquaintance of 
Mille. Baéls said she was about 30. 

Stockholm reports.said the mar- 
riage took place three months ago 
near Laeken Castle, Brussels, 
where the King has been living 
since he ordered capitulation of 
Belgian armies to the Germans in 
May, 1940. These accounts added 
that a civil ceremony would be 
held Monday. 

“She speaks English perfectly 
and is well-read in English litera- 
ture,” the acquaintance said. “She, 
her mother and her sister came 
to Britain as refugees during the 
World War. 

“The girls were educated in a 
London convent when quite young. 
Mary finished her education in 
Italy.” 

“Beautiful, Vivacious.” 

Another acquaintance 
this description: 

“She is one of the people. She 
is a beautiful, vivacious brunette 
about five feet six inches tall, and 
has dark, flashing eyes with a 
friendly twinkle. 

“She has the figure and fresh 
complexion of a girl who leads a 
healthy outdoor life. She is a fine 
horsewoman, a good tennis player 
and an excellent skier. She is an 
affable and brilliant conversa- 
tionalist, and she is very popular 
in Brussels.” 

Her father, H. L. Baels, who was 
formerly minister of health, pub- 
lic works and agriculture in vari- 
ous Belgian cabinets, was de- 
scribed as a descendant of Ostend 
fisherfolk, who became a. lawyer 
and then went into politics.

Pneumonia 
germs and other bacteria are al- 
ways present in the nose 
throat, causing no harm unless the 
protective lining is weakened by 


pacute inflammation, he added, 


‘ It is well known,, Dr. Sigoloff 
said, that persons with pneumonia 
may spread the disease to mem- 
bers. of the family, or if in a hos- 
pital, to other patients in the same 
room or ward. He asserted pneu- 
monia could be transmitted by 
“healthy carriers,” and cautioned 
persons who of necessity must be 
in close contact with a pneumonia 
patient to use adequate safeguards 
to avoid infection. 

One of the most frequent causes 
of acute inflammation of the nose 
and throat is the common cold, 
which, he said, many persons con- 
sider too lightly. If a cold is neg- 
lected, he warned, the inflamma- 
tion provides a fertile field for 
bacterial growth, and germs are 
inhaled in the lungs, multiply rap- 
idly and pneumonia develops. 
Dr. Bigoloff said there was a 
sharp reduction in the mortality 
rate following the development of 
a serum in 1912, and additional ef- 
fective treatment has been possi- 
ble since the introduction of the 
sulfa drugs in 1938. He said the 
drugs were highly effective against 
pneumonia but should not be taken 
promiscuously, and that the serum 
should be used if the sulfa drugs 
failed to reduce fever within 24 to

CHICAGO, Dec. 6 (AP). — The 
javelin. throw, ancient event of 
Grecian warriors, was tossed out 
of the list of events in the Big 
Ten today. 4 

The athletic directors .of the 
Western Conference abolished the 
sport on the recommendation of 
the coaches, who were of the 
unanimous opinion that the event 


was harmfulgo contestants. 

Few javelin throwers in Western 
Conference history were ever able 
to compete in their senior year 
because of back and shoulder in- 
juries received in their sophomore 
and junior years.

pass, in memory of the poet’s 
Pippa who went about singing, do- 
ing good that she knew not of. 
Leading the women who an- 
swered the Caney call was Mrs. 
Alice Spencer Geddes Lloyd, Rad- 
cliffe alumnus, who had come from 
Boston to stay for a while with 
friends at the mission school on 
Defeated in the hope of regaining 
her health. Rather in the deter- 
mination to regain her health, for 
Mrs. Lloyd was, and is, that kind 
of a person. She had been bed- 
ridden and had been told that she 
did not have long to live. She had 
climbed out’of bed, had defied the 
doctors and had thrown away 
their medicines, and in further de- 
fiance and determination had 
come into the mountains where life 
was hard, even for those who were 
well and strong. So it happened 
that she listened to the prayer of 
Abisha Johnson and answered it. 


Caney Creek then was “back of 
nowhere.” From its headwaters to 
where it emptied into Troublesome 
creek, 10 miles away, it flowed 
through a deep and narrow valley, 
its bed the only road and that only 
fit for muleback travel and haul- 
ing by sled. It is still back of 
nowhere, though it “ain’t very fur” 
as mountain people measure dis- 
tance. The lad who was picked up 
at the beginning of the climb to 
Sloan Gap said as much. “Caney 
ain’t very fur,” he said. There 
was no getting him to be more 
specific. “Hit ain’t very fur at all” 
was all he would say. Through the 
gap and starting down on the oth- 
er side he repeated his assurance. 
“Hit ain’t but a little piece now,” 
he said. To the “furriner” who 
drove, the roughness of the five 
miles made them seem like 50. 
“The road’s better’n hit used to 
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a form of protection from 
gnats, flies, wasps and other 
natura] enemies of the human 
race.

That was the 
goal of Mrs. Lloyd when she set 
up a hand-hewn plank structure 
with one room and a lean-to, which 
was the beginning of Caney Com- 
munity Center, and called it Pip- 
papass.

It is Mrs. Lioyd’s pride 
that when a boy goes out into the 
world from Caney College he is a 
marked person. “That's a Caney 
boy,” people say.

HE testing has to be severe 

because Caney Junior College 

does not merely give two years’ 
instruction and turn its students 
loose, with no assurance that they 
will make good use of what they 
have learned. The college engages, 
when a student is accepted, to see 
him through eight or nine years of 
college and university training at 
practically no cost to him, so as to 
fully qualify him to return to the 
mountains and bring life more 
abundant to his people. That is

Mrs. Lioyd names them proudly 
and tells of. the work that they are 
doing. She wouldn’t admit that 
she hag any favorites, but she is 
mighty proud of Dan Martin. She 
took him in when he came riding 
to the schoo] at the age of 10 with 
two other boys, three upon a mule, 
He justified her faith in him and 
when he had gone through the uni- 
versity he came back home and 
now he is county attorney and 
chairman of the fiscal court. In 
the latter capacity he was instru- 
mental in having a WPA road built 
through Sloan gap to Caney Creek 
and the Caney Community Center, 
connecting with the highway four 
miles out of Hindman. Mrs. Lioyd 
is grateful to him for that but 
more grateful that, unspoiled by his 
university degrees, he is serving 
his homeland.

When Einstein Was 
Welcomed to N. Y. '* 


Reporter Recalls It as One ‘of 


Maddest Assignments He Ever Had.

a NEW YORK, Dec. 6. 
NEW book has just come to the house, a book containing 
A biographies of the great scientists, and on its jacket is a 
portrait of Albert Einstein. His white hair is splayed out 
from his head and in his eyes there is a peculiar look of bewil- 
derment. I have seen that look be- 
fore. 

The portrait jogged my. mind 
back to a day 11 years ago this 
= month when we, the gentlemen of 
the press, welcomed Albert Einstein 
to New York. It was one of the 
maddest, craziest assignments I 
ever had. 

Einstein had not been to New 
cam York for 1C years. He arrived on 

i the liner Belgenland and the press 
was ready for him. Here was the 

- & greatest intellect of the world, the 
PROF. EINSTEIN master mind of the Twentieth Cen- 

tury. Boy, did we go to town! 

More than a hundred reporters and photographers met the 
Belgenland at Quarantine, and we all but tore down the rails as 
we swarmed aboard, each man eager to be first to reach the 
great physicist. 

Einstefn was waiting in a lounge and before you could say 
atom he was surrounded by a screaming, shoving mob. None 
of us, apparently, had any notion about his accomplishments. 
All we knew was that he thought such big thoughts that nobody 
else could understand them.

He sat there, serene amid all this tumult, slowly 
looking around at the clamoring circle. All the report- 
ers seemed to be yelling questions at once. Some 
screamed in German, some in Yiddish, some in English, 
and a few whooped their queries in high Dutch.

@ THEN THAT SAME LOOK of bewilderment came on Ein- 
stdin’s face. He turned to his wife and said:

Above the roar of the mob it was possible to distinguish 
some of the questions being screamed at him, Many of the re- 
porters had been instructed by their city editors to ask specific 
questions. Some of them had been told to force Einstein into 
brief and simple explanation of his theories. 

One young man kept demanding that the physicist give 
him relativity in 10 words.

The benign professor smiled as the wolf-pack 
pressed closer and the shouting grew louder. At last 
he spoke, uttering a mathematical truism.

ever the door was opened an inch or two, they would throw 


themselves against it and scream through the crack: 

What’s the fourth di- 
mension! Define space in five words! How do you split an 
atom?” 

The good gray professor was unable to leave the ship until 
the following day. 

Whenever I think about him, I feel a little ashamed about 
our behavior on that day in 1980, because Albert Einstein is a 
fine’and dignified and wonderful old guy.

The body needs fluids. It’s for- 
tunate for us that we get a certain 
amount of fluid in our foods—in 
vegetables and fruits, for example. 
Water helps combat that dried-up 
look that some skins get at this 
time of year. Milk is one way to 
take a desirable amount of fluid, 
and at the same time it helps you 
to get your daily milk require- 
ments of at least two glasses daily 
for adults, four glasses daily for 
children. 

Milk ig not fattening as some 
girls fear—not if it ig part of @ 
well-calculated, balanced diet. Every reducing diet should con- 
tain at least a pint a day. Skimmed milk and buttermilk have 
the fat removed, which cuts the calories in half; the fat that 
is removed contains valuable vitamin A, however. If the diet 
doesn’t contain sufficient vitamin A, nutrition may not be at 
its best and there may be a lowered resitance to infections. 
Just to make sure that ycu get enough of this vitamin, be sure 
that your diet contains liberal amounts of green and yellow

publishers of juvenile literature are 
placing all-out emphasis on Ameri- 
can themes and American subjects 
in the reading material for Ameri- 
can children. Fortunately, as par- 
ents will discover, most of the 
books are more truly American 
than a lot of the patriotic promo- 
tions and commercial cheer-lead- 
ing designed for the grown-ups 
themselves. 

All age groups are represented 
among the books with national 
leanings. For very small children 
there is “An American ABC,” by 
Maud and Miska Petersham, in 
which each letter of the alphabet 
stands for a patriotic name, word, 
or phrase, which is explained on 
the page opposite the color illus- 
tration. “A” is for America, the 
land I love; B is for Bell, the Lib- 
erty Bell; C is for Columbus;- D is 
for Daniel Boone,” and so on, all 
the way through Z, which is for 
“Zeal, an American trait.” 
other patriotic book is “Broad 
Stripes and Bright Stars” by Bea- 
trice B. Glover, which tells how 
the 13 original colonies became the 
United States, how the flag was 
fashioned, and the national anthem 
written. It also includes several 
pages of illustrated regulations 
concerning use of the flag, which 
should also be helpful to papa in 
the Fourth of July parade, and 
mama in decorating booths for the 
church bazaar. 


“The Little Geography of the 
United States,” by Mabel Pyne, is 
another book in which education 
is painlessly administered, and it 
is similar to her “Little History,” 
which came out last year. “George 
Washington’s World,” by Gene- 
vieve Foster, is for older children, 
a large volume describing condi- 
tions of the world as they were in 
Washington's time. “Yankee Doo- 
dle’s Cousins,” by Anne Malcolm- 
sen, is an effort to acquaint Amer- 
ican children with their national 
heroes and figures of folklore, and 
is a collection of stories of John 
Darling, Paul Bunyan, Daniel 
Boone, and even Captain Kidd. 
“Paul Bunyan, the Work Giant,” 
by Ida Virginia Turney, is another 
book of this: type. 

Also timely and informative, 
though not restricted to the United 
States, are such books as “Leif, 
the Lucky,” by Ingri and Edgar 
Paren d’Aulaire, the authors who 
won a medal for their Abraham 
Lincoln book, and brought out the 
George Washington book last year. 
Their books are distinguished by 
unusually attractive color pictures. 
“Wings Around South America,” by 
Alice Dalgliesh, illustrated with 
water color sketches by Katherine 
Milhous, was written for young- 


sters from 10 to 17, and describes a 


South .American trip made by 
plane by author and illustrator, 
and their first impressions. South 
America also enters into fiction, 
as in “Legend of the Palm Tree,” 
a Brazilian legend.

HERE are plenty of nonsense 

books interspersed with the 

more serious ones this Christ- 
mas, however, and many new lov- 
able animal characters, always the 
favorites of smaller children. Walt 
Disney's “Dumbo,” the baby ele- 
phant who could do tricks other 
elephants couldn’t do because of 
his big ears, may be the most pop- 
ular animal character this year, 
but there is also “MacGregor, the 
little Black Scottie”, “Salute”, the 
racehorse; “Pete”, an airedale;

Darfork, Perry County. He finished 
high school at Combs and was per- 
fectly hopeless because he had all 
the education that he could hope 
to get and didn’t know what to do 
with what he had.

He 
walked 35 miles to Caney Creek. 
Now he is in Tulane Medical 
School. Taney College is putting 
him through. It will cost $8000 and 
when he is through he will not owe 
Caney College a cent, but he will 
owe his life to the mountain peo- 
ple. He plans to establish himself 
in Perry County and devote himself 
to promotion of pre-natal care and 
prevention of diseases and to the 
procurement of more advanced 
medical legislation. 

These men and several hundred 
other outstanding men in the 
mountains Mrs. Lioyd calls her 
“products.” She is proud to tell 
of them. Of herself she will not 
talk. She is slight and frail and 
partially disabled. She has never 
weighed more than 100 pounds. 
She sits at her desk in her small 
crowded office, with her typewrit- 
er before her, with a scarf thrown 
over the lampshade to further 
protect her eyes, with her files 
spread out within her reach to 
spare her difficult steps or the 
services of assistants.

One is even subject to,.a 
fleeting fear that they might be 
following in another taxi, or, worse 
yet, heading by a shorter route for

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When Tobruk fell to the British jast Fires are burning in the little seaport as British 
January 22 in their first Libyan offensive. troops move forward for the final attack. 


NE of the most dramatic sieges in British military , that of Tobruk, 
developed into an open battle last week. First the defenders broke out 
and joined a British column which had driven from Egypt, circling 
armored divisons. Then the Axis forces broke through the encirclement 
again ringed Tobruk. The Ninth Australian Division had held out there for 
seven months after it had been cut off by the German counteroffensive which 
recovered Cirenaica last April. at time it beat off constant desperate 
attempts by Axis troops and tanks to force the 15-mile ring of defenses about 
the seaport on the of the desert. The white houses of the town were 
turned into rubble by Stuka dive bombing. Pillboxes set into the sands were 
scarred by German hand torches and e-throwing tanks. Nazi trench 
‘mortars and artillery kept up a constant bombardment. Sand, which got into 
clothing, food, ears, nose and mouth, and the terrible heat of the Libyan 
summer made life miserable for the troops. 
But the Australians, determined to keep the port as a threat to the German 
flank and a base for a counteroffensive, did much more than conduct a 
passive defense. They kept constant fighting patrols in a 150-mile square area 
every night, made numerous sorties into the enemy lines which caused large 
Axis forces to be pinned down at the siege area. They didn't suffer from 
hunger, and didn’t run short of ammunition, because the British Navy kept their 
supply lines open throughout the siege, running fleets of small supply vessels 
a narrow channel in the wreck-clogged harbor, in spite of constant 
attacks by the Stukas.
